much of Wisconsin and Minneso- 
ta.

The sub-zero belt covered areas 


in at least 11 states, from east- 
ern Montana to northern sections 
of Illinois and Indiana and lower 
Michigan. 


Reading in much of the coun- 


try remained below normal. Some 
relief from the unseasonable; cold! 
was reported from 
southwestern 


Texas westward through all of 
California and much of the inter- 
mountain regions. Southern Flori- 
da was out of the cold air pocket. 


The new surge of icy air which 


spread southeastward from Cana- 
da into the Midwest headed east- 
ward into the Ohio Valley and 
the lower Great Lakes region. 
Colder 
weather 
was indicated 


eastward into western New York 
and western Pennsylvania. 


The core of the cola' air was in 


the northern Midwest, the lowest 
readings in Minnesota and Wis- 
consin. 
Below-zero marks also 


were reported1 in eastern Mon- 
tana, the Dakotas, Iowa, northern 
Missouri, and sections of Nebras- 
ka, Missouri, Illinois and Indiana. 


Gusty northerly winds . inten- 


sified the cold in the Midwest. 
Temperatures in some northern

wezi, Tshombe appealed to Pre- 
mier Cyrille Adoula's central Con- 
go government for amnesty for 
himself and all his followers in 
their 30 months of independence. 


Bitterness of the long fight, 


however, was reflected1 in a riot 
of Congolese youths against the 
British Embassy in Leopoldville. 


About 1,000, Africans, with a 


core of 200 university students, 
sacked 
the embassy in protest 


against alleged British support for 
Tshombe's and Katanga's seces- 
sion. They 
smashed windows. 


Files were stripped and hurled 
into the street. 


Robert K. A. Gardiner of Ghana, 


chief of U.N. operations in the 
Congo, intervened personally to 
stop it, when Congolese police 
failed to take a hand. British Am- 
bassador Derek Riches protested 
strongly to the Congolese Foreign 
Ministiry. Riches said some mem- 
bers of his staff were injured. 


Tshombe's declaration was re- 


layed by the South African Press 
Association and Rene Thierry, a 
Belgian radio correspondent. 


"We are ready to declare to the 


world that the Katangan secession 
is over," Tshombe said1. "We are 
prepared to give the United1 Na- 
tions troops freedom of movement 
throughout Katanga."

Sentence is 
Affirmed by 
High Court 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) - An 18- 


year prison sentence given Arnold 
E. Edens, former Paragould finan- 
cier, for embezzlement was affirm 
ed today by the Arkansas Supreme 
Court. 


Edens was convicted in Poinsett 


Circuit Court last March 14 of 
embezzling $10,000 which one Dr. 
T. B. Harper gave him as part 
of a land transaction. 


The case was one of several 


criminal prosecutions in which 
Edens has be'e'n involved in the 
past Uvo years. 


The Supreme Court rejected 35 


allegations of error. 


Last Oct. 10, he was sentenced! 


to 18 years in prison in U. S. 
District Court at Jonesboro after 
being convicted on 10 counts of 
mail fraud and violation of the 
Securities Exchange Act. 


On May 26, 1961, he was sen- 


tenced in Greene Circuit Court to 
17 years in the state prison for 
obtaining money under false pre- 
tense and overdraft. The over- 
draft conviction was overturned 
by the Supreme Court, and six 
years of the sentence was nulli- 
fied. 


The Supreme Court also affirm- 


ed: 


A Bnone Circuit Court decision 


awarding John Dietz $5,000 for 
salary due him while he was em- 
ployed by Diamond Acres, Inc., 
owned by his brother, Henry Dietz. 
John Dietz testified he worked as 
general manager for Diamond 
Acres, which was involved in sell- 
ing residential property near Bull 
Shoals Lake. 


A Lafayette; Chancery' Court full- 


ing that Odell Ciary and George 
Gaston were the owners of some 
property formed on the Miller-

small," Cottrell said. 


One of the bills would take care 


of the financial problems of rapid- 
ly expanding districts by stipulat- 
ing that any district which has 
nad an insurance! of three per1 cent 
or more; in average daily attend- 
ance for thred yeiar's will 'have its 
status computed on a basis 
average daily attendance during 
the current year., 


Under present distribution, the 


aid is not paid until a year late. 


Cottrell said this provision would 


help districts in growing cities 
and suburban areas.
